must fulfill the 1954 Geneva 
agreements.

Anyone who thinks it might be a diffi-

In other 
words, the Legislature can work with 
information that's already available for 
19G0 election precincts. There may have 
been changes since the last census, but 

■ certainly not enough to preclude use or 
such a relatively simple procedure. 

Anyone familiar with Idaho's Legisla- 
ture will spot the flaw In such a simple 
system immediately. It doesn't take into 
account all those legislators who ' are 
thinking more of their own jobs than re- 
apportionment along logical, workable 
legal. lines. Neither does frtafee Into ac- 

counMhose-legislators~who-are^WorKing 

to preserve some legislative advantage, 
cither real or imagined. 

Any resident or the state could divide 
. Idaho to comply with the Supreme Court 
, ruling. However, it's going to take some 
sort of genius to comply with the high 
court ruling nn^t^hi^samc time con- 
sider all the little -and sometimes per- 
sonal factors that are bound to get at- 
tention behind the scenes at Boise. 

Everyone Is aware of the basic prob- 
lem that led to suits and the Supreme 

■ Court s ruling, ' namely, the disparity of 
representation between rural and urban 
areas Admittedly, this basic problem 
could be far more.serious in a state that 
has grown farther away from agricul- 
ture, than Jdaho. Yet it's still the basic 
reason for reapportionment. 

It's 'also a problem that reapportion- 
ment in itself isn't going to solve. Some 
55 per cent of Idaho's legislators list 
t hems elves as farmers or stockmen. It 
doesn necessarily follow that they're 
going to be partial" to rural interests in 
icgislaiion.-yet it's only natural for farm- 
ers and stockmen to understand their 
own problems better than they under- 
stand strictly ufban -problems. And if it 
• . right down to a matter of voting. 

It s only human for the legislator to rent 
according to hisown orientation. 

There's no thought of suggesting that 
Idaho's farm-oriented legiffatbrs have 
deliberately -concentrated on legislation 
of value to rural residents. whilS slight" 
ing citizens of towns and cities. The 
fact remains that 55 per cent of the law- 
, p makers list themselves with rural oc- 
cupations, which may not be far out of 
line- in a predominantly jural state such

WHOOPING CRANES AND TINY OWLS 
Let's give a whoop for the whooping cranes! 
It now appears they won't become extinct af- 
ter all, nlthough-for years they have been on 
the very verge of disappearance. 

The good news, given out by the United Slates 
Department of the Interior, is that this year's 
beak count af these rare birds has risen to M, 
Not -many, it is true, but something to whoop 
about when you consider that in 1953 there 
were only 22 left in the whole world outside of 
zoos. Wc are greatly encouraged by this dou- 
bling of population. If whooping cranes can be 
saved from extinction by concerned persons, 
why not other wild life? 

Also cheering is news that the rare trumpeter 
swan Is making a comeback. A new count shows 
a. Jump. jo. their numbers from 100 In the 1930's 
to 1,000 today. At the same time we leam that 
55 tiny sawwhet owls have been sighted over 
Long Island, more than have been seen " 
many yqars. 

We hope to hear more whoops, trumpeting!, 
and hoots in the future. But much effort is re- 
quired to bring back wild life that faces annihil- 
ation. 

Two nations are taking a hand in the drive to 
save the whooping cranes. Canada guards their 
nesting place at Wood Buffalo Park on the'Sass 
River, 400 miles south of the Arctic Circle. The 
United States protects their winter home in the 
Aransas National Wildlife Refuge near Corpus 
Christ!. Texas. . 

The big problem Is aHUrlng them safe con- 
duct In their annual Journeys each way aling 
this 2,500-miIc route. The United States Depart- 
ment of the Interior works on this. In press an- 
nouncements it asks hunters not to shoot any 
big white red-capped birds or their dun-colored 
young. The Increase In their number indicates 
the sportsmen are cooperating. 

All this Is fine. But it would be much~slmplcr 
to save wildlife before it reaches this pcrilo 
point.— Christian Science Monitor.

' Putting colleges and universities within com- 
muting distance of their students is one way of 
reducing the cost of ^obtaining a college or 
university degree. At the present time 70 per 
cent of the young men and women attending ihr 
Unlverslty. of Minnesota at ■ Minneapolis live 
within commuting distance. Between 40 and 50 



College, tfie next biggest Institution In Minne- 
sota, can and do commute to classes. This is 
the only way thousands-of. them can aftord 
to continue their studies; 

Within the next few years, Minnesota will 
have a system of Junior colleges that will bring 
at least two years of college education within 
commuting distance of an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the young people in the state.

Most doctors now like to 
group acute viral respiratory 
diseases under a single head- 
ing although about 7D differ- 
ent viruses causing these dis- 
eases have been Identified and 
the disease themselves range 



the victim becomes short of 
breath and has 1i cough which, 
in the early stages, falls to raise 
any sputum, The diagnosis is 
often uncertain until an X-xay 
film is made, rcavcatlng part of 
the lung to be consolidated. 

Despite the, fact that the nnli- 
biotlcs that have saved lives 
of many-victims of bacterial 
pneumonia ore of no value here, 
the disease usually runs a be- 
nign but prolonged course. 
There 'Is no specific treatment 
all the way from Inapparsnt- -but good nursing care will 



infections to mild colds to pneu- 
monia. 

One difficulty Is that there is 
no way to recognize from the 
symptoms or the course of these 
diseases what virus is respon- 
sible. This can be .determined 
only by complicated and ex- 
pensive Jaborotory -procedures 
that arc not done routinely. It 
is, however, pretty well-estab- 
Jished that these viruses arc 
transmitted chiefly through the 
ntr in droplets from a cough 
or sneeze or In dust. ^ 

Exposure to inclement wcnMi- 
er will not provoke. an attack. 
In fact, you. are much more 
likely to get the disease in a 
crowded buspr an office, store 
or theater'.-^ 

' Viral pneumonia, tinlike bac- 
terial pneumonia, is a slow start- 
er. The victim may complain of 
a common cold for several days 
then develop a lever of 102 or 
103 degrees with headache, loss 
of appetite and general lassi- 
tude. ^The. shaking -chills of bac- 
erial pneumonit are not seen but 



usually pull the victim through. 
Death occurs only En those vic- 
tims classified as high risks- 
bablcs, the elderly and those 
weakened by a chronic debilita- 
ting disease. '■

cataract removed and rubbed 
her eye before it was completely 
healed. Her retina became de- 
tached.

A— Retinal detachment may 
be caused by a severe blow on 
the head or an Inflammatory 
disease within the eye.

A third element provides 
for broad social and economic 
reform and rehabilitation or 
war-stricken villages' in an ef- 
fort to win popular" support for 
the Saigon government. 1 

The fourth front Is the diplo- 
matic one, of which Johnson has 
said the United States must 
keep prejjlJHj for peace talks or 
a scaling down of the war — 
however remote" concrete re^ 
suits may appear to be at the 
moment. 

The President evidently -feels 
that If he can pursue his strate- 
gy on present lines, and keep 
the fighting within present lim- 
its, the day will come when the 
Communists decide they can't 
win and are being hurt too 
much to go on fighting.

Cong may fade away Into the 
population and head back to 
North Vier Nam. North Viet 
Nam and the Viet Cong may 
decide to negotiate. The Viet 
Cong may split with Hanoi and 
seek a settlement in the South 
on their own.

~Tn" discussing"" his ' littoral ' 
strategy Adm. Hayes points to 
what ne believes was a funda- 
mental misconception -about 
China. While on a small-scale 
map it does appear to be a con- 
tinental state like Russia, its 
history for more man a century 
proves that its great rivers and 
long coastline are the focus of 
Its power. The coasts of China 
and Southeast Asia, Hayes ob- 
serves, are directly exposed to 
the forces of sea power as con- 
tinental Russin is not. _ 
" Influenced, Hny'cs bclievcs,~by 
jr fixation on Europe, wc 
withdrew Marines from North 
China and two Army divisions 
from Korea. The fast ptace the 
Chinese Nationalists abandon- 
doned was Hainan, the large Is- 
land on the South China coast 
fhat forms the Gulf of Tonkin. 
"Almost Immediately It was dis- 
covered that such a strategy de- 
prived us of all freedom of ac- 
lion, both military and poliiical. 
Within a year we were back Jn 
Asia but with only a foothold 
on the ■peninsula of Korea, and 
at what-a Woody cost." 

Hayes holds that if we had 
remained In North China, and 
especially if we.had held Tsirig- •' 
tqo, a deep-water port, and 
Chcfoo, once the summer baso 
of the : Asiatic fleet, thert might"-- 
havo been no Korean War. Even 
less likely would have becti . 
Chinese intervention. He sug- 
gests that if this had been the 
strategy Tsingao might today 
be a northern Hong Kong or 
even a Far East West Berlin. 

As the Fulbright hearings con- 
tinue and the escalation of the 
Vietnamese war raises in acute 
form the threat of Chinese par- 
ticipation, the question of strat- 
egy and a limited war will be 
more and more to the front. 
The next step, according to pri- 
vate word from official sources, 
is to be the mining of Hai- , 
phong harbon In order to shut 
off the now of supplies to 
North Vict Nam. 

That could bring a showdown 
not only with china but with 
the Soviet Union as welt. It is 
the strategy of those who be- 
lieve, "victory" In South Viet 
Nam* can come In the pattern
